b) nucleic acid molecule which hybridizes under stringent condition to the nucleic 
acid molecule defined in (a), wherein said stringent conditions comprise a buffer 
comprising 6.0x sodium chloride/sodium citrate (SCO, followed by one or more washes 
of2.0x SCC at 50°C.

34. (Currently Amended) A vector comprising the nucleic acid molecule of claim 12, 26- 
321or 3^2. 

35. (Previously Presented) A host cell comprising the vector or claim 34. 

36. (Currently Amended) A composition comprising the nucleic acid molecule of claim 12, 
26-321 or 33-2 and a carrier. 

37. (Previously Presented) A composition comprising the vector of claim 34 and a carrier. 
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
